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Garden Hints 


Do You Rake Your Litter? 


What is the role of the organic 
debris of forests (known as the forest 
floor)? Is it best to burn the debris? 
Or rake it out? Or let it remain to 
decompose as humus? 

In 1950 the Dept. of Soils, Connecti- 
cut Agricultural Experiment Station, 
reported on these problems after a 
series of experiments. The most suc- 
cessful growth was achieved by per- 
mitting the litter to accumulate and 
decompose naturally, rather than 
burning or raking off. Raking out the 
material resulted in a slowing down 
of the tree growth, as the soil did not 


hold moisture, nor did it have avail- 
able the surface supply of plant nutri- 
ents. 


Pot Them 
Transplanting wild flowers when in 
full bloom is one of the best ways to 
kill them. Better to mark the spot 
and postpone the digging until the 

leaves have died down.

Shredded Compost 


I have had a 14 acre suburban tract 
and good-sized garden. From the very 
first year, I shredded all the organic 
matter I could gather, spread and 
plowed it under with a garden tractor 
to a depth of 3 inches, and let it lay 
over the winter in a rough condition 
to absorb moisture. In spring, I then 
work over the garden using the nar- 
row teeth on the garden tractor, 
which thoroughly mixes the organic 
matter with the topsoil. 

Shredding organic matter before 
plowing under gives the extra advant- 
age of killing many stalk borers and 
other insects. 

Even the heaviest soil on my plots 
have mellowed so that crop yields be- 
come better and better each year.

Nourishing Roses 


Here is the way we grow roses the 
organic way, showing how every need- 
ed element is made available to the 
plants in a most simple way, and at no 
expense at all. Dig a hole about the 
size of a bushel basket and about two 
and a half feet deep. In the bottom 
put the following, as they become 
available: any kind of bones (these 
furnish lime and phosphate) chicken 
feathers (rich in nitrogen), wood ashes 
(potash), rotted leaves (trace minerals 
from 20 feet below the earth) all 
household garbage, and if available, a 
small amount of animal manure. Each 
day these waste materials are put into 
the hole and a little soil added. When 
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it is two-thirds full, it is watered, and 
the rest of the soil put back in place. 
Then we plant our rose bush. A heavy 
mulch is kept around each plant at 
all times. Well rotted leaves, old saw- 
dust, or straw are good. Our roses are 
covered with gorgeous blooms all sea- 
son, and we need no sprays.

Florida Success Story 


A few years ago a friend told me 
about organic gardening and lent me 
some of his magazines. I was so im- 
pressed that I subscribed at once. I 
started composting and bought plenty 
of earthworms. Some of my neighbors 
laughed and brought me a can of 
large earthworms to try, and I was 
mighty glad to accept them. 

Bordering my farm is a lake, two- 
thirds covered with water hyacinths. 
These I decided to compost. With 
some difficulty they were raked in and 
hauled to the compost piles. I had 
visions of making tons of compost 
with the hyacinths, but it is too ex- 
pensive when done by hand. I hope I 
can find a cheaper way to haul them 
out of the lake. The first hyacinth 
compost produced very good onions 
and made an excellent mulch for 
camellias. I also used it to mulch 50 
Temple orange trees, newly planted. 
These trees. were a solid mass of 
blooms in the spring. 

Surrounding my compost pit are 
three large orange trees. These trees 
produced the largest crop and finest

Clever Idea! 

Perhaps some other gardener who 
mulches could use this idea. 

Last fall I put a great deal of old 
hay on my garden. When it came time 
to plow this spring the mulch was 
still too thick to turn under. Since the 
soil contains a great deal of hard pack- 
ed clay, I didn’t want to plant without 
plowing. Being a woman and not too 
strong it would have been a big job 
to carry all of that mulch in pitch- 
fork loads to the outside of the gar- 
den. The wheelbarrow was also very 
heavy for me to handle. 

Two rolls of chicken wire solved the 
problem. I rolled them out in the 
most advantageous parts of the gar- 
den. The mulch was easily forked 
and raked onto the wire. Then the 
wire with its load was rolled up. I 
needed help for a few minutes with 
this. 

When I get ready to put the mulch 
back, I shall unroll the chicken wire 
and without any lifting can rake it 
back onto the ground.

Kelp as Fertilizer 

I had often thought that since min- 
erals are carried to sea by rain water, 
and utilized by kelp, seaweed, and 
other marine plants for their growth, 
one should make use of these marine 
plants to get the minerals back into 
the soil. 
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With this in mind, I gathered kelp 
off the beach during the winter time, 
and either buried it or scattered it 
over the land. The first year’s experi- 
ment was so encouraging that I con- 
tinued the work, until now all of my 
land has been thus fertilized. As a 
result, my trees and berry bushes pro- 
duce profusely; the soil, which was a 
heavy adobe-like loam, is open and 
easily tilled. 


One lemon tree is outstanding. I 
buried a fair amount of kelp around 
the tree, and later placed a mulch of 
the same material around the butt. 
Within a month there was a decided 
change in the tree, and now three 
months later, it has made its first real 
growth. The leaves have changed 


from a yellowish green to a much 
deeper color. 

Three years ago last March I plant- 
ed an Elberta peach tree over kelp. 
Last year the tree was burdened be- 
yond a safe limit with fruit. Boysen- 
berries and nectar berries, which are 


‘growing in kelp-saturated soil, bear 


abundantly—much more than other 
patches in the neighborhood, as do 
also my roses and vegetables. I feel 
that I have received a great return for 
the small effort I made in bringing 
the kelp from the beach.

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in compost for both my flowers and 
vegetables and found them most bene- 
ficial in improving the condition of 
the soil. 

I had been using cottonseed meal in 
growing fine potatoes, putting the 
meal in the bottom of the row and 
covering it with soil before setting in 
the potatoes. My gardener said to 
me one spring, “The best way to grow 
potatoes is to plant them on top of 
leaves.” He seemed so sure that his 
way was best that I consented to let 
him try it in my garden, except for 
one row, in which the cottonseed meal 
was used. I watched him spread a 
layer of leaves (not two year old rot- 
ted ones, but last year’s leaves) in the 
rows, about an inch thick, and place 
the potatoes eyes right next to the 
leaves, and cover them with soil. 
These potatoes were better and yield- 
ed more than the one row where I 
used the cottonseed.

A Gift From the Ocean 

We live near the Maine sea coast 
and had often thought of trying sea- 
weed for fertilizer, but we did not 
know whether the salt had to be rinsed 
out. We decided to take a chance 
using the fresh, wet seaweed for a 
mulch in preference to pine sawdust, 
which is easy to get here, but very 
resinous, dense and slow to fertilize. 
We knew that years ago a farmer near 
by had hauled seaweed and mussels 
every year, and spread whole loads on 
his hay fields. He grew the most lux- 
uriant hay around. 

We set forth and got six bushels of 
fresh seaweed every weekend, laying it 
along the rows of vegetables in our 
garden. We cannot report any amaz- 
ing growth because this is our first 


year without chemical fertilizers, and 
we are struggling through that nega- 
tive in-between stage when the soil 
has not yet been built up. We can’t 
help feeling that next year will show 
a great improvement. 


The seaweed looks quite attractive, 
and we even like the smell. Wherever 
it stays in close contact with the soil, 
underneath it has the odor of the best 
leaf-mold! We hear that excellent 
compost can be made by alternating 
foot thick layers of seaweed with three 
inches of manure.

HINGS are moving a little faster 
organic farming revolution. 
The tempo is accelerating. Every day 
new companies are being formed to go 
into large scale composting or to 
manufacture organic or acceptable 
mineral fertilizers. There is talk of 
large scale organic food production 
for marketing by big companies. Ex- 
pect exciting news in this respect in 
the next year or two. 


Alabama Farmer-Physician 


I would like to write at this time 
of three experiences I had in the last 
six months with large scale projects, 
which will be of tremendous interest 
to our readers. About six months ago 
I was invited down to Andalusia, 
Alabama to discuss with Ray Evers, 
M. D., his plans to run more than two 
thousand acres on the organic plan. 
Dr. Evers who runs a hospital with 
eighty beds, has long been a reader of 
Organic Gardening and The Organic 
Farmer. He had come to the con- 
clusion that in order to obtain opti- 
mum health the public would have 
to get food that was raised without 
the use of chemical fertilizers, and he 
wished to become an important factor 
in making such food available. His 
plan was to engage in what is called 
grassland farming; that is, to raise 
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cattle on pasture only. Since the 
climate is never too cold there, the 
cattle could graze on pasture all year 
round, a minimum of farm buildings 
therefore being necessary. 

When I came there I was surprised 
by the number of large sawdust heaps 
that studded the landscape. I saw 
hundreds of them to which no one 
paid any attention. Some of them had 
been discarded more than ten years 
ago. In fact many of them were on 
Dr. Evers’ own farms. This, of course, 
was the leavings of saw-mill opera- 
tions. I dug into some of them and 
found much of the material in a fine 
state of decay. I advised the doctor 
to spread this material thinly right on 
the pastures. The rains would wash 
it into the soil. Some of it will be 
used as a bedding litter for cattle and 
would later be applied to the land 
along with the manure with which it 
would become impregnated. Here was 
thousands of dollars of good fertilizer 
material which was free for the taking. 
The average farmer would consider it 
a favor if someone came and took the 
unsightly stuff away. 

With some phosphate and potash 
rock with the droppings of his cattle, 
and with the sawdust, I could see a 
complete package. The number of 
acres was no barrier to Dr. Evers. 
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The work would crumble before his 
unrestrained enthusiasm, I could 
easily see. ‘This is an answer to some 
of our critics who say that the organic 
farming method would work only on 
small farms. 

What is especially heartening is 
that Dr. Evers, a physician who has 
the ability single-handedly to conduct 
a privately owned hospital that has 
wonderful standing in his community, 
has studied the organic method and 
is convinced that it is the answer to 
better health for the public. His 
decision to go into organic farming 
on such a grand scale is not based on 
merely reading and thinking. First he 
demonstrated on small acreage that 
the claims made for organic farming 
are not will-of-the-wisp wishful think- 
ing. He obtained results that makes 
him feel that the quality of meat his 
animals will furnish will be unbeat- 
able in nutritional quality. I went 
away from Andalusia with a feeling 
that the organic movement was com- 
ing of age. 


Florida Bean Farmer 
My next visit was to a large farm in 


Florida of several thousand acres 
which was partly in orange groves, 
partly in beans and the remainder in 
cattle raising. A few years ago the 
manager of this farm began to read 
our magazines and decided to experi- 
ment with the use of phosphate rock. 
His results were more than satisfac- 
tory so that he continued to experi- 
ment. At that time we were first be- 
ginning to mention potash rock and 
he was anxious to get some, but did 
not seem to be able to find a source. 
He knew of the granite poultry grit 
put out by the Davidson Granite Com- 
pany of Lithonia, Georgia, and that 
it contained about six per cent potash. 
He obtained a small quantity and 
with heavy hammers crumbled it into 
a powder. On a small experimental 
plot he demonstrated to his satisfac- 
tion that potash as well as phosphate 
rock would furnish nutrients to the 
crop in the first year of planting. 
By this time he learned that the 
Davidson Company had gone into the 
business of crushing their potash rock 
fine enough for agricultural fertilizer 
use and decided to use phosphate and 
potash rock on almost a thousand 


A barren Florida pasture, growing hardly any grass... 
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acres of beans. They used an extreme- 
ly small amount of chemical fertilizers 
merely as a starter, out of fear that if 
they did not, the crop would suffer. 
In the year before, when they had 
used chemical fertilizers exclusively 
on this bean operation, the total cost 
for fertilizer was $80,000. The next 
year, when they used the phosphate 
and potash rock, the cost was only 
$47,000 and the yield of beans was 
within one per cent of the year before. 
But the climatic conditions were 
poorer in this year so that, with equal 
conditions of rain the yield might 
have been greater. They are looking 
forward to attaining much _ better 
yields as their land improves with the 
use of these rock fertilizers. 

On this farm we saw pastures that 
had been almost magically created out 
of white sand in less than a year. With 
the aid of phosphate and potash rock 
and with the animal droppings, you 
could see the soii turning darker. In 
one place a more-than-normal dose of 
potash rock had been applied due to 
an accident, the soil was much darker 
than the rest of the field. The answer 
was in the sleek cattle grazing con- 


tentedly on a wonderful stand of 
Pangola grass. In checking several 
other farms in the region that used 
chemical fertilizers only you could 
see a difference in the grass and in the 
cattle. 

It was heartening to see the en- 
thusiasm for the natural mineral fer- 
tilizer products, of a hard-headed farm 
manager who is college-trained and 
has a life-time of farming experience. 
It added years to my life. To see the 
adoption on so vast a scale of some- 
thing for which we have been fighting 
for over ten years, made 1950 an im- 
portant year in the panorama of or- 
ganic farming history. These are the 
little islands that are being set’ up all 
over the country, from which the 
ideas will spread to neighboring farms. 
Regardless of the prejudiced attitude 
of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture and the State Experiment Sta- 
tions, experience will show the farmer 
the right way. 


Colorado 


Only a few days ago I returned 
from an enlightening trip to Rocky 
Ford, Colorado, as the guest of Mr. 


. blossoms into a lush field, thanks to potash-rich granite dust. 
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J. M. Hickman, attending a farmers’ 
meeting where a new product was 
being introduced. This is called 
Soilife, made by the Parkstone process. 
It is a bacterial activator made from 
a combination of organic matter and 
the urine of pregnant cows. Such 
urine is unusually rich in hormones 
and other fertile elements which are 
provided to make sure that a healthy 
calf is born. At the present time the 
material is being used only in irriga- 
tion farming because it lends itself 
so ideally for that purpose. Later it 
will be made to work for general farm- 
ing and gardening purposes. It con- 
sists of the urine which originates at 
a certain dairy in Texas which is fed 
into a lake where anaerobic fermenta- 
tion takes place; that is, fermentation 
without oxygen. It is then piped off 
into the manufactory where organic 
matter is combined with it in such a 
way that a fine, brown powdery ma- 
terial results. 


Here is how the product is used in 
irrigation farming. At the place where 
the irrigation waters enter the farm 
a pit is built in which manure and 
other organic matter is placed, includ- 
ing weeds, spoiled hay, etc. The 
Soilife, after preparation by being 
placed in a barrel of water for 36 
hours, is then fed into the pit where 
it thoroughly saturates the manure. 
The Soilife contains billions of soil 
bacteria per ounce. It is advisable to 
start the process a few months before 
the irrigation process begins, so that 
when the irrigation water begins to 
go through the manure in the pit, the 
microbes will flow onto the land by 
the billions. This is a method of 
using and multiplying the soil bac- 
teria, which will work on the minerals 
in the soil and make them available. 


Mr. Hickman is doing yeoman work 
in spreading the organic method, for 
wherever he goes he talks organic far- 
ming to farmers, causing them to sub- 
scribe to The Organic Farmer. He 
advises them to use phosphate and 
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potash rock powders along with his 
Soilife. He encourages the use of as 
much manure and other organic mat- 
ter as possible. This organization has 
agents throughout the whole irrigated 
regions of the West and wherever they 
go the men talk organic farming and 
the farmers are willing to listen. And 
there is a reason, for there seems to 
be trouble on the land due to the 
overuse of chemical fertilizers. 

I found in the region around Rocky 
Ford, Colorado, they cannot grow 
onions anymore. This used to be big 
onion country. Today entire crops of 
onions are destroyed by center rot 
and the farmers are at their wits’ end. 
They are willing to listen and to try 
something new. This is a glorious 
opportunity for the organic method. 
I met one onion grower who had large 
quantities of spoiled onions that he 
did not know what to do with. He 
was amazed when I described how he 
could compost them, combined with 
other materials, and thus have a won- 
derful organic fertilizer. 

I discovered that at the Denver 
stockyards manure is offered for sale 
to farmers at a very low price but 
few come to buy. The result is that 
the manure is brought to a certain 
dump and today there are thousands 
of tons of it, 50 feet deep, which is 
free for the taking. But very few 
farmers avail themselves of this won- 
derful material. It is more convenient 
for them to use chemical fertilizers. 
But when the matter is properly ex- 
plained to them many begin to see 
that it is worth the extra labor to go 
out of their way a little and to secure 
some of the material which will mul- 
tiply the bacteria in their soil. 

At the meeting held at Rocky Ford 
which I addressed I was very much 
impressed by one of Mr. Hickman’s 
agents who will operate in Nebraska. 
He is a prominent businessman of 
Cambridge, Nebraska who has many 
interests, one of which is dealing in

Compare notes with the Australia gardener who 
long ago learned about composting sawdust. 


OTATOES (Variety Katahdin). 

These were grown in an area con- 
sisting mainly of a shallow, somewhat 
dry, medium garden soil. To this soil 
fairly heavy dressings of composted 
sawdust (derived from pinus radiata) 
were added. The crop was good, with 
little disease evident but the most 
surprising fact was that the tubers 
were mainly of uniform size and 
regular shape and that when dug very 
little soil adhered io their skins. 


Artichokes Twice as Large 

Jerusalem Artichokes grown in saw- 
dust compost showed similar results to 
potatoes in that the tubers were ex- 
ceptionally clean-skinned and _ that 
they were practically regular in shape, 
with few knobs on the surface. In 
addition they were almost twice the 
normal size. 


Tomatoes—Heavy Crops 
(Variety Grosse Lisse). Ist Crop—

and produced an exceptionally heavy crop. The in- 
dividual tomatoes were regular in shape and of me- 
dium size and the plants showed no evidence of dis- 
ease. 

2nd Crop—These plants were also pruned and 
staked and were planted a month later than the first 
crop. The growth of this crop was extraordinary, 
the plants reaching nearly six feet high and wide in 
proportion. 

At this stage the weather intervened and 15 inches 
of rain fell and the plants were beaten flat. They were 
propped up as well as possible and the yield was quite 
good despite adverse conditions. The tomatoes were, 
in the main, regular in shape and of good quality and 
the crop showed no disease until after the phenomenal 
rains, when they showed some evidence of late blight. 
The spread of this disease can probably be attributed 
to the wet condition. 


How Sawdust Was Used 
Tomato variety Jubilee—The yield of this variety 
of golden tomato was heavy, but not exceptionally so. 
What fruit was harvested was of good quality and 
regular shape.

Boon or plague? 


(Reprinted from The American Home)

ERE on the fringe of the Ozarks 

our garden pests are, I suspect, 
as bad as anywhere else. Fighting 
them was an unending, tiring job as 
we went down the list of repellents, 
poisons, sprays, powders; but still they 
came, often doing their deadly work 
before they were discovered. 

One day, in Electricity, a little 
magazine for rural users, I saw an 
article describing bug traps, made of 
tin cans and screen-wire cones hang- 
ing from an outdoor shade. Making 
them required time (then an almost 
unknown commodity) so we adapted 
the idea and made our own in a few 
minutes. As shown above, we hung a 
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A simple, effective trap. Is it too destructive? 
20 


100-watt blue 
light bulb under 
an outdoor reflec- 
tor shade in the 
center of our vege- 
table garden and 
about 3 feet from, 
the ground. On a 
platform 12 or 15 
inches below it, we set an old white 
enameled photographic pan two-thirds 
full of water, with a thin film of 
kerosene poured on top. When, that 
night, the light was turned on, the 
swarms of bugs attracted from all 
directions were alarming but gratify- 
ing. As they swooped in toward the 
shade, they would dip down into 
the pan where the oil made a quick 
and effective kill. (That the inside of 
the shade was white was, I think, a 
major factor in the success of the 
trap.) 

The first two nights’ catch showed 
what a horde of night-fliers had been 
living off our land at our expense. 
The pan was almost solid full. When 
our County Agent saw it, his expres- 
sion of surprise was beyond descrip- 
tion. Poking around among the in- 
sects, he pointed out the familiar ones, 
listing their favorite food plants—that 
we were growing for them! 


wh 


We had been waging a losing battle 
against the potato beetle—but we 
sprayed no more that season, and no 
more of the pests were seen. Our 
sweet corn ears were perfect, none 
partially or wholly ruined by the corn 
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earworm. Our 
squash _ plants 
were green, alert, 
and productive in 
contrast to the 
yellow, wilting, 
non-producers in 
a neighboring 
garden. Our cab- 
bages were firm, tender, free from 
the holes and little green worms that 
used to come with every head. There 
were no bugs on the cucumbers, the 
Mexican bean beetle was non-existent, 
and the roses needed no spray to rid 
them of tiny worms that had mutilat- 
ed the buds the summer before. It 
was a delight to take skeptical neigh- 
bors to our trap, especially after dark

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when the bugs were being drawn to a 
quick death. Some farmers opposed 
the idea, saying the insects are needed 
for pollination, but the answer to that 
is: _Honeybees are the only true pol- 
linators—and they are not night fliers! 
So while our neighbors kept spraying 
and dusting, we went on to other 
things. 

Other results were gratifying, too. 
During several parties on our lawn, 
not a guest slapped at a mosquito or 
complained of a bite. Even in Septem- 
ber, after the light was dismantled, 
guests at a wiener roast remarked 
about the bug-free air. When the 
County Agent heard about our worm- 
less corn while others were having

NYONE roaming the hills of

And 
if the roaming soul be a flower lover, 
he will find a little pink and white 
daisy that will make him kneel to 
look more closely, to sniff its aromatic 
leaves, and to hold his breath in one 
of those timeless, ecstatic moments of 
the gardener’s bliss. He knows he has 
found a wild chrysanthemum, one of 
the ancestors of our lush queen of 
autumn. The little wildling is single, 
small, and not brightly colored, but 
there she is, charming indeed and 
with unmistakable chrysanthemum 
foliage and scent. What wonders the 
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Oriental breeders of centuries have 
done with this small daisy that carpets 
the hillsides! Even in America we 
find chrysanthemums in all sizes from 
buttons to soup bowls, and in colors 
through all shades of pink, yellow, 
orchid and orange, from white to ma- 
hogany. However, in the Orient even 
greater variations are shown in this 
exquisite flower. 

While in this country the chrysan- 
themum is regarded as a garden flow- 
er, over there I have never seen it as

anything but a potted plant. Any 
policeman, bank clerk or hard-pressed 
farmer of Japan may and often does 
delight his soul by raising a few pots 
of choice chrysanthemums. These 
plants take up little room and may be 
raised in any back yard. In October 
when the shows are held, what rivalry 
there is for the prize, and what crowds 
flock to see the shelves full of beau- 
ties! Some plants may show only one 
gorgeous. blossom, white or gold, or 
lacquer red, flat like a saucer, with an 
outside row of long uneven petals, 
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fine like little cords of silk, some of 
them drooping in a six inch curve 
over a tiny wire crinoline, fixed by 
the patient grower to hold this hoop- 
skirt in place. Here is no monotonous 
sameness of form and color; each is an 
individual, labored over for months 
and brought to express some inner 
urge of the grower’s artistic sense. 
One of the most eye-filling sights 
at any Japanese autumn flower show 
is the shelf of cascade chrysanthe- 
mums. They are always on a high 
shelf or stand—they have to be, for 
from each pot pours forth a cascade, 
three or four or five feet long, of hun- 
dreds of brilliant stars. Such a potted 
plant placed on a high pillar is an 
event of the day for all who see it. 
And there is no great secret in the 
growing and training of these gaudy 
showers of stars; they require only a 
little care and attention regularly ad- 
ministered. Mr. Oka, the old Japanese 
gardener employed by an American 
institution, knew the process well, and 
set out to produce some masterpieces. 
This is how he did it. ,

He know that chrysanthemums are 
gross feeders, and that very rich soil 
must be used for growing them. Dur- 
ing the fall of the previous year, he 
had made himself a compost heap by 
stacking fallen leaves, weeds, straw, 
garbage, and animal manure, with 
some wood ashes and bone meal. 
Sometimes he forked and turned his 
compost, but he did not need to water 
it as rainfall was abundant. In the 
spring he got his chrysanthemum 
plants, having kept his own potted

ones over winter in a protected frame 
or cool house. He took some of the 
small shoots which spring up near the 
side of the pot, as these are better 
than suckers from near the old stem. 
Some special shoots were begged from 
a friend, some others he bought from 
a nurseryman. He planted them in- 
dividually in five inch pots full of 
mixed compost and sandy loam, about 
half and half. 


The favorite chrysanthemum for 
cascades is usually the single-flowered 
or semi-double type, the kind with a 
habit of producing many blossoms 
about the size of silver dollars. That 
known in this country as the “cush- 
ion” or “Azalea-smum” tvpe makes 
good cascades if it is tall enough. 
Some of the Korean or other many- 
flowered taller types produce, of 
course, longer trails of blossoms. Mr. 
Oka placed his newly potted plants 
in a covered unheated frame early in 
March, giving them air whenever the 
weather was good. In the middle of 
April he set them out of doors, on 
a bench or shelf in the full sun in a 
sheltered spot. Here, every day be- 
fore and after his work on the estate, 
he could be found bending over his

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SAVE YOUR COMPOST! 


Is your compost scarce as a robin’s egg in January? 
A new technique makes it stretch farther than ever. 


By ORVILLE GRISIER (Colo.) 


S long as we could remember, the 

empty lot next door to us raised 
nothing but weeds—and not too fine a 
crop of these. So when we “borrowed” 
this ground to house our sprawling 
squash, melons, and cucumbers, we 
had visions of tons of fertilizer gob- 
bled up by a compost-hungry soil. In- 
stead we decided to make a rich feed- 
ing area for each hill—our “tub and 
pail method.” 

First, we dug a hole about three 
feet in diameter one full spade deep 
—something like a tub. In the center 
of this hole we dug another in the 
sandy-clay mixture about the size of 
a pail. 

The next step was to fill the pail 
part with rich compost, pack it down 
and soak it with water ...as much as 
it would take, while we went on to 
other tub-and-pail holes.

To finish the job of filling the holes, 
a half-and-half mixture of compost 
and choice topsoil were packed into 
them and shaped into moats, as shown 
in photo number 3. Hotbed-grown 
plants were put in after a thorough 
watering job. 

Now, as well as two or three times 
a week throughout the season, we 
turned the hose into the moat with a 
slow flow of water. Later we learned 
to stick an iron rod into the ground 
to be sure that the water reached the 
lower roots. 

The plan was quite successful and 
brought us good crops for a few years. 
Now, alas, the building shortage has 
caught up with us and a house is 
going up in our vine bed. We can 
only hope that our enterprise has con- 
tributed something to the fertility of 
our new neighbor's yard.

N THE city, where brick and 

concrete have inundated the earth’s 
surface, the growing of any kind of 
plant must obviously be done in limit- 
ed scope. It is artificial in comparison 
to the workroom or environment 
plants enjoy in field or garden. 

Such enemies as reflected heat, 
shade, wind, smuts and drought are 
constantly lurking and never a day 
passes when one or other of them 
does not attack with deadly accuracy. 
The city dweller who loves to grow a 
few plants must constantly wage war 
against such opposition. 

In simplest language we can say 
that light, moisture, atmosphere and

In most 
cases it will be necessary to add lime. 
A half pint to a bushel of the soil 
mixture should suffice. 

On a roof or penthouse garden light 
will be ample except under the worst 
grime and fog conditions, but the 
owner of a window-box may not al- 
ways be so fortunate. If he lives on 
the north side of an apartment build- 
ing where there is continuous shade 
he should restrict his gardening activi- 
ties to growing shade tolerant plants 
such as English ivy. All the vegetables 
require five or six hours direct sun- 
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For the house made of wood, a bracket sup- 
porting the box can be nailed in as a per- 
manent fixture. 


thorough watering daily is an unavoid- 
able demand. 

In some cities or in parts of cities 
it will be almost impossible to grow 
vegetables because of the atmosphere 
which is laden with soot and poison- 
ous gases. Spraying the plants at the 
time of watering will wash off much 
of the soot. Where an overhead frame- 
work of cheesecloth can be firmly se- 
cured this problem will be cut down.

Rabbit Shortage in Ohio 

T is very rare that you will find 

gardeners or farmers complaining 
about a shortage of rabbits. In Texas 
they will tar and feather you for such 
heretical wind-bagging. But in Ohio, 
sure enough, the game wardens are 
complaining about the spottiness of 
the cottontail population. Last fall 
the hunters were greatly disappointed 
not to find the bunnies in the places 
where they used to find them. They 
sent telegrams, made phone calls and 
generally badgered the game officials 
to explain to them the mystery of the 
missing rabbits. But the game man- 
agers were at a loss to explain the 
mystery. 

Upon investigation it was even 
found that in sections where foxes 
are rigidly controlled there have been 
alarming decreases in the rabbit popu- 
lation. One game man said that in 
one section which he studied there 
were positively no foxes but the rab- 
bits there are at an all-time low. 
Weather conditions throughout Ohio 
have been ideal for the successful mul- 
tiplication of bunnies but yet the 
rascals have not multiplied. “So much 
the better,” says the gardener, but 
what the hunter says is not fit to print. 


There are places in Ohio, however, 
says the Mount Vernon, Ohio, News 
where the rabbit population has held 
up quite well. One of them is the 
6000 acre Delaware reservoir state 
hunting preserve where 1,732 rabbits 
gave up their lives during the first 
week of the recent hunting season. 
There are other places too. Could it 
be possible that those other sections 
are farmed by the organic method? 
Could it be possible that the bunnies 
are being wiped out by the senseless 
poison spraying that is going on all 
over our country? If I was a gardener 
in Ohio I would rather have a little 
trouble in my gardening and _ share 
some of my lettuce with species Oryc- 
tolagus cuniculus, than unbalance 
nature. God wants us to have rabbits 
and he put two of them into Noah's 
Ark. Who are we to set up our own 
standards of nature insofar as rabbits 
are concerned? 


Drunk Thrushes 


Another example of harm coming 
from the use of chemicals on the land 
is the case of the drunk thrushes. 
Wynn A. Wilson, a bird watcher of 
Fort Worth, Texas has noted that 
thrushes eating fruit get so tipsy that 
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they become paralyzed. In fact he has 
noticed that even mocking birds suf- 
fer from hangovers after eating spray- 
ed fruit. Wilson has organized a sort 
of Thrushes Anonymous chapter. He 
places them in a box, thus depriving 
them of their source of drink. In a 
day or two they are flying about as 
if nothing was wrong. 

But what happens to the average 
thrush who gets his daily dose of 
sprayed fruit? At least cirrhosis of 
the liver. 


The Hunzas 


Ever since I wrote my book The 
Healthy Hunzas, | have been corres- 
ponding with the Ruler of these 22,000 
people who live in the Northwestern 
tip of India and who are the health- 
iest people in the world. He was 
educated in an English school not far 
from Hunza and writes his own letters 
on a typewriter. After I had written 
my editorial in a recent issue of Or- 
ganic Gardening recommending the 
use of bone meal in the human diet 
the thought occurred to me to write 
to the Mir and ask whether his people 
make use of bones in their diet. Here 
was his reply, dated January 22, 1952. 
It was post-marked Karachi, Paki- 
stan: 

My dear friend: 

I am in receipt of your most kind 
letter of January 4, 1952, which was 
redirected from Peshaware, as now- 
adays I am here in Karachi with their 
Royal Highnesses Prince and Princess 
Aga Khan. 

As regards eating of bones in 
Hunza, the people of Hunza first re- 
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move all the meat and eat it boiled 
in plain water with a little salt. The 
remaining bones are chopped up into 
little pieces and boiled with water 
and a little salt for two or three hours. 
Then they take this soup with their 
whole wheat bread.

The fact that the Hunzas are so 
healthy and never get cancer is re- 
lated a great deal to their diet. Not 
only do they raise their food with the 
benefit of much humus in their soil 
but they seem to have an uncanny 
conception of the value of food to 
health. This is only one little ex- 
ample of their eating habits. For

Too Much Compost 


Over the years at the organic ex- 
perimental farm we have been piling 
in organic matter each year so that 
our soil has about a 4 per cent organic 
matter content. To some this may 
seem like a small amount but com- 
parative figures show that it is a high 
figure. Virgin soil in the Poconos 
that are covered with forest and that 
have never been farmed, have about 
5 per cent. Some farmers who have 
reclaimed such land, removing the 
trees with bull-dozers, will bring it 
down to about 14 of | per cent in 
about twenty years of chemical farm- 
ing. In our own area farm lands will 
average not more than | per cent or- 
ganic matter. I often wonder whether 
there might be some disadvantage in 
having too much organic matter in 
the soil. This could lead to an over- 
supply of nitrogen. We have decided 
this year not to apply any organic 
matter in our vegetable garden and 
in our orchard. 

It is with regard to our orchard that 
I would like to speak. We have farm- 
ed organically with success in our 
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farm crops, in our flower garden and 
with our vegetables but we cannot 
say as much for our orchard. We 
have used huge amounts of organic 
matter and have never sprayed but 
we do not seem to get good fruit. 
‘L‘here may be several reasons for this. 
fn the first place, not every kind of 
soil is good for orcharding. Recently 
some Department of Agriculture men 
checked on a large apple orchard of 
a friend of ours in Bethlehem and 
advised them to remove all of the 
trees and use the land for ordinary 
farming as it was not adapted to 
apple orcharding. There is not only 


the question of type of soil, but best 


results are obtained if the trees grow 
on the side of a hill. No good could 
come from having apple trees in a 
hollow because cold air would settle 
there. 

In our own case the soil is a hard 
clay, although it has been mellowed 
by the use of compost. While the trees 
are not in a hollow it is far from being 
on the side of a hill. But I believe 
that it may be possible that the over- 
supply of organic matter, in giving 
the trees too much nitrogen are mak- 
ing them go to leaf too much. That 
is one effect of having too much nitro- 
gen. The result of too much leafage 
may effect the ability of the fruit to 
resist insect pest and disease. This 
year and possibly for several more 
we will maintain a sabbath with re- 
gard to the use of organic matter in 
our orchard. We have some old apple 
trees under which we have never put 
compost and their fruit is much better 
than that of our orchard. It will be 
interesting to watch the results. 


Farm Unemployment 


In a study made public before a 
Senate committee by Dr. Francis J. 
Weiss, a special consultant, he said 
that by 1970 three and a half million 
American farm workers would lose 
their jobs, especially because of the 
increasing use of chemicals. He refers 
mainly to spray chemicals. For ex- 
ample, says Weiss, “to dust 100 acres 
of cotton manually it takes five un- 
skilled workers an average of sixty 
hours. Dusting the same crop from a 
plane, on the other hand, can be done 
in thirty minutes by a pilot and four 
unskilled workers.” 


Weiss says that his figures “were 
arrived at by purely statistical meth- 
ods, namely by mathematical projec- 
tion of the present trend in agricul- 
tural employment into the near fu- 
ture.” That is the trouble. The spe- 
cialized experts know only their own 
specialty. This problem will take far 
more than mere mathematics. True, 
the use of mechanized spraying equip- 
ment will take men off the farm, but 
what will it do in other fields? Eating 
sprayed fruit will cause more disease 
and the employment of more medical 
workers and the building of more hos- 
pitals. If Weiss had been more than 
a mere statistical scientist he would 
have presented the other portion of 
the mathematical formula. He has 
given us only a fragmentized part of 
it. It is no wonder that even back in 
the days of Thomas Edison there was 
already a contempt of the scientists 
whom Edison referred to as people 
who held the eggs and boiled the 
watch.

Who hasn’t been 
charmed by a fragrant bouquet of 
these favorites? And who hasn’t felt 
a nostalgia at that scene of old Amer- 
cana—the lilac by the kitchen door! 

* Disbud your peonies for larger 
blooms. Since they are heavy feeders, 
give them a top dressing of bone meal 
or well rotted manure mixed with 
compost. 

¢ It is important that your evergreens 
are well watered and fed, as they make 
most of their growth this month. 
Poultry manure is good for hemlock, 
arbor-vitae, and deciduous hedges. 

¢ If it’s pink hydrangeas you want, 
add a handful of lime to the soil 
around the plant. A heavy dose of 
acid peat moss will give you blue 
flowers. Water hydrangeas with liquid 
manure while they are in bud to in- 
crease the size of the blossoms. 

* A word about tomatoes: plant 
varieties which will give you early, 
midseason, and late harvest. Early 
Chatham produces in 55 days. These 
are small plants and can stand 2 feet 
apart. Marglobe and Rutgers for mid- 
season—both excellent. The fruity 
Beefsteak and Oxhart for later ar- 
rivals, 80 to 86 days. Don’t forget the 
red cherry tomatoes. Gather them in 
a bowl and serve with hor d’oeuvres.

Handy Toolbox 


If you are one of those fanatical 
gardeners who like to start digging at 
4:00 A. M., think of what you can 
accomplish before breakfast if you are 
wearing this mobile toolbox. 


It is a simple matter to throw one

Bug Traps

trouble, he remarked, “I think you've 
got something.” 

Next summer we plan to put our 
trap higher so as to “pull” the bugs 
from our field corn plantings. Also 
we have learned that it is not neces- 
sary to burn the light constantly. The 
first two weeks we left it on all night; 
then for just a few hours each night; 
finally, when the “catch” dropped to 
almost nothing, we used it only on 
alternate nights. Certainly the trap 
paid off with a pest-free garden, vege- 
tables of superior quality, less money 
spent for electricity than we used to 
spend for dusts and sprays, and, above 
all, no more of the former back-break- 
ing “bug patrol.” 

Epitor’s Note: Impressed as we 
were by Mrs. Hitchings’ report, we 
remembered vigorous arguments we 
had heard about the value and desir- 
ability of light traps, so we sought the 
opinion of a good friend and a plant 
protection authority of international 
standing—Dr. Cynthia Westcott, the 
“Plant Doctor” of New Jersey. 

I have been much interested [says 
Dr. Westcott] in Mrs. Hitchings’ ac- 
count of the pest control obtained 
through the use of a light trap in her 
Missouri garden. Light traps had a 
rather brief vogue here in the East 
some years ago, but seem to have 
dropped out of the garden scene. I 
never operated one myself, being some- 
what deterred by vehement remarks 
on the subject by the late Frank E. 
Lutz, long Curator of Insects at the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. He believed that indiscriminate 
slaughter of insects did more harm 
than good and was “as bad as releas- 
ing poison gas in a crowded restaurant 
to kill a hold-up man.” In A Lot of 
Insects (1941), discussing aphid-lions 
which prey on aphids, he said: “Many 
people kill hundreds of Chrysopa in 
those damnable traps that electrocute 
insect that come to lights. These peo- 
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ple, misled into thinking that the 
traps are efficient mosquito-killers 
(although practically all of the mos- 
quitolike insects that they see killed 
are non-biting midges and other harm- 
less or even beneficial things), wonder 
why they then have epidemics of plant 
lice. When used near streams or lakes, 
such traps destroy large quantities of 
the natural food of fish.” 

Unquestionably, light traps will kill 
the night-flying adult stage of some 
harmful moths and beetles and if used 
before eggs are laid for the next gen- 
eration should result in some decrease 
in certain chewing insects. In the 
East, the Asiatic garden beetle which 
works at night would probably suc- 
cumb, but perhaps not the Japanese 
heetle which is active during the day. 
Traps do not kill sucking pests, such 
as scale insects, red spiders and other 
mites, or aphids, except possibly in 
the migrant stages; but they can kill 
some of the parasites of these pests, 
that is, friends of the gardener and 
farmer. 

Since honeybees work in the day- 
time, light traps probably do not en- 
danger them. But Mrs. Hitchings 
makes a common mistake in thinking 
that bees are the only insects import- 
ant in cross-pollination. Honeybees 
are credited with about 90 per cent 
of the transfer of apple pollen, but 
bumblebees, wasps, flies, moths, but- 
terflies and beetles all help pollinate 
fruits, vegetables, and garden flowers. 

Corn free from earworm, cabbage 
without worms, wiltless squash, a 
dearth of Mexican bean beetles and 
potato beetles in a garden near the 
light traps and plenty of such troubles 
in neighbors’ gardens—that certainly 
sounds like a good testimonial. But I 
have learned through long experience 
that there can be a good deal of co- 
incidence—that a disease or pest can 
be present in one garden and not next 
door even with the same schedule or 
lack of it. It will be interesting to 
know what happens next summer!

Trace Element Hysteria 
F you have been swept up in the 
current of trace element hysteria, we 
have a few words on the subject that 


may interest you. First let Dr. Mat- 
thew Drosdoff (Yearbook of Agricul- 
ture, 1943-1947) sum up the state of 
things. ‘““The trend away from organic 
fertilizers and manure and toward the 
use of more concentrated materials 
has accentuated the need for supple- 
mental elements. Manure and com- 
post usually contain a_ balanced 
amount of minor elements and farm- 
ers who still use large amounts of 
these materials are less likely to en- 
counter deficiencies of minor ele- 
ments.” When an organic farmer or 
gardener piles plenty of organic mat- 
ter in his soil, all the minerals are in 
proportion: there is no need to use a 
hit-or-miss process of filling in the 
absent trace elements. But remember 
that soils strongly deficient in iodine, 
for example will grow deficient or- 
ganic matter. 

While we're talking about trace ele- 
ments, Mr. Rodale wanted to reassure 
himself that our own experimental 
farm was not deficient. A complete 
soil analysis of every type of land on 
the farm showed that in no case were 
trace elements lacking. The tests read 
medium to high on each one, such as 
manganese, copper, magnesium, and 
cobalt. 

If just one of these trace elements 
is missing, drastic may be the result. 
Lack of manganese can seriously low- 
er the vitamin C and sugar content of 
fruits and vegetables: copper is need- 
ed for proper blood manufacture; 
magnesium is important when seeds 
begin to form; the anti-pernicious 
anemia vitamin B,. must have cobalt 
before it can be made in the body. 
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Tips for Tomatoes

This vegetable is not particular as 
to the kind of soil you give it, but 
does ask that it be dug deeply. In 
preparing the tomato bed, mix a 
handful of humus or manure in what 
would be the equivalent 9f a pail full 
of soil. Place this near each spot 
where a plant is to be set, and dig it 
in. In connection with the subject of 
fertilizer, we will say here, that the 
finest tomatoes we ever knew were 
raised by an organic gardener neigh- 
bor, who mixed a pound each of 
humus, sheep manure, and bone meal 
in several wheelbarrows of soil, and 
spread this composition over the 
ground where they eventually grew. 

Place the young tomato plants deep 
in the ground, up to the first pair of 
leaves. If the lower leaves appear to 
be spindly, remove two or three pairs, 
and set the plants up to the remaining 
ones. Roots will form along the stem 
which is underground, so deep plant- 
ing means more of these, and conse- 
quently a stronger plant. 


It will be for the individual gard- 
ener to decide in which way he wishes 
his tomatoes to grow,—staked and 
pruned, or left to grow along the 
ground at will. If one has to conserve 
space, the staking method will be the 
better of the two. Using stakes, eight 
feet long, and at least one and one-half 
inches in diameter, drive these fully 
two feet into the ground. Prune each 
plant to one or two stems and tie 
them to the stakes with strips of cloth 
or soft twine. Tie ends firmly to the 
stake so that the strip will not slip, 
and then tie loosely to the stem, not 
too far from a large leaf. 

As the growth of the season ad- 
vances side shoots will sprout from 
this stem, at the base of its large 
leaves. These shoots can be easily 
broken off, and should be removed 
to preserve the single main stem. Be-

plant is rapid, it will often be neces- 
sary to go over the staked plants every 
two or three days for the purpose of 
removing these side shoots. If only a 
few of these branches are left to de- 
velop, you will have to resort to more 
ties to keep them from falling to the 
ground; but unpruned tomato plants 
cannot be properly supported on 
single stakes in this manner. Both 
branches and leaves will be crushed. 


The erect stem of a tomato plant 
will reach a height of from one to two 
feet. Pruned and staked in the above 
manner it will produce a fine early 
yield of fruit, but generally a smaller 
total harvest. If grown this way, the 
young plants may be safely set as close 
as two feet apart both ways. If though, 
one is not cramped for room, three by 
four feet will be more advantageous, 
and an even greater distance may well 
be allowed, especially if the plants 
you purchase are some of the large 
growing varieties. 


Certain types of tomatoes will be 
found to have foliage which grows in 
a very lush fashion. In whichever way 
grown, these should be watched and 
the leaves pruned away, not alone to 
admit air and light to the blossoms, 
but also to assist in pollinization. A 
dense mass of leaves overshadowing 
the blossoms will result in causing the 
flowers to drop, and so produce no 
fruit. 


Growing tomatoes without support, 
will prove an economical move for 
the gardener, for he will need only 
half as many plants as in the case of 
those which are staked. The untrain- 
ed ones, growing as they will over the 
ground naturally cover a considerable 
space. 


Both of these methods will have 
their own particular afflictions with 
which to deal. For the staked and 
pruned plants, there will be more 
blossom-end rot, than with the ones 
which are allowed to grow naturally. 
Blossom-end rot is a_ black sunken 
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spot, which appears on the side of the 


fruit away from the stem. This is 
generally a result of the weather. If 
the early growing part of the season 
is rainy, the tomato plants will make 
a rapid growth; and if this is followed 
by a hot dry spell, that growth is 
checked because their roots cannot 
supply water fast enough to give the 
leaves and fruit their proper allow- 
ance. 


Giving water at the time of drought 
is seldom found to help. Prevention 
in the shape of a mulch is the method 
to observe against such a predicament. 
A mulch applied around the tomatoes 
in their early plant stage, will keep 
the soil cool, conserve and maintain 
a uniform supply of moisture, and 
make it possible for the roots to feed 
continuously on the topmost two or 
three inches of soil. 


Plants growing at will over the 
ground will be sometimes afflicted 
with fruit-rot caused by lying on or 
too near the soil. A mulch will also 
be the remedy for this. 


If leaves turn yellow and tomatoes 
are small, one may be sure there is a 
lack of potash, nitrogen or lime in the 
soil. Then, work limestone into the 
soil after a rain; or dissolve three cups 
full of manure in twelve quarts of 
water and give the plants a side dress- 
ing every three weeks from the middle 
of July to the middle of October. For 
staked plants, pour a quart of the 
solution over their mulch several 
times during the hot dry weather, 
taking care to keep it three or four 
inches from the main stem.

He spoke tor 
about fifteen minutes telling the farm- 
ers how he began to read The Organic 
Farmer a few months ago and that he 
became so impressed with it that he 
decided to go out of the chemical 
fertilizer business.

All the tomato plants of the three 
crops were grown in sawdust compost 
used as follows: 


A hole approximately 15 inches by 
15 inches was excavated in the garden 
bed to a depth of 12 to 18 inches. The 
subsoil was broken up and the hole 
filled with a mixture of sawdust com- 
post and soil. The plants were plant- 
ed in this and the surplus soil mound- 
ed into a circular crater. As the season 
progressed further mulchings of saw- 
dust compost were given. 

One factor which probably helped 
the good growth of plants and then 
subsequent crops was the almost en- 
tire absence of the Green Vegetable 
Bug. What few insects were found 
were almost confined to the variety 
Jubilee. 


Pumpkins Weigh 50 Pounds 


Despite unfavorable weather the 
pumpkin crops were satisfactory. Cer- 


tain pumpkins produced immense 
fruit—several specimens weighed 50 
pounds or more. 

The sawdust compost was used here 
in the same manner in which pump- 
kins are usually grown. That is the 
“hill” or “crater” method. 


Rock Melons—Fruit Heavy 


The growth of the rock melon 
(variety Rockyford) was by no means 
outstanding, but the setting of fruit 
was much heavier than normal. The 
vines were literally thick with fruit. 

Legumes—French Beans (varieties 
Hawkesbury Wonder, Tweed Wonder, 
Burpees Stringless Greenpod, Welling- 
ton Wonder). Crops extremely good, 
practically free of pests and disease. 


Bugs on Some Legumes 


Variety Epicure—Crop heavy, but 
some infestation by Green Vegetable 
Bug.

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they were grown against a fence and 
insects were provided with breeding 
areas over which proper control could 
not be exercised. It is probable that 
if the crops were grown in the open 
on wire netting this infestation would 
decrease. 


Broad Bean Disease Free 

The crop was good with no disease 
except on two plants of poor growth. 
These plants became infected with 
Black Aphis which was controlled by 
the destruction of the two plants. The 
others were not affected. 

In all the legume crops an excep- 
tional growth of nitrogen nodules on 
the roots was noted when these crops 
were grown in sawdust compost. These 
nodules appear to develop much earl- 
ier and appear to be larger than 
normal. 


Results Appear Heartening 


Thus the results of using composted 
sawdust appear heartening. I consider 
that it is possible that some of the 
results recorded here are due to the 
physical condition of the soil resulting 
from the addition of this sawdust com- 
post. It is also probable that similar 
results may be obtained by using nor- 
mal composts. 

The reason that sawdust has been 
chosen is because it is obtainable 
cheaply and in large quantities. 

For those who may feel that saw- 
dust is detrimental it should be point- 
ed out that sawdust has been used on 
a wide variety of soils in many parts 
of the world for some years, but it is 
only of late that much attention has 
been given to it. 

Up to date there has been little re- 
search on the subject and therefore 
not a great deal is known about its 
effect on soils. 

However, in the light of evidence 
which is slowly accumulating it ap- 
pears to have nothing but good effects 
if composted correctly.

Organic Group Grows 

Organic Gardeners of Portland in- 
creased membership 300 per cent at 
the January meeting held in the Jour- 
nal auditorium. 

Principle reason for this rapid 
growth is the interest created by the 
group in the use of organic fertilizer. 

Standing room only was available 
to late-comers, but no one left before 
close of the meeting. Many who did 
not affiliate left their names so they 
may be notified of later meetings. 

An interesting experiment showed 
seed from the same package planted 
in three mediums, compost, chemical 
and unfertilized soil. The seed in the 
compost far exceeded in height and 
size those grown with chemical fer- 
tilizer, while those planted in un- 
fertilized soil produced weak and poor 
plants. Mrs. Grace Page was named 
society publicity chairman.

House Fly Triumphant 


Man is still waging a losing battle 
in his efforts to rid himself of the 
common house fly, the Agriculture 
Department reported. 

During World War II, government 
scientists came up with DDT, an in- 
secticide they hoped eventually would 
doom the fly and the mosquito. 

But after some time, it was dis- 
covered the fly as well as the mos- 
quito was developing a resistance to 
DDT. 

In a research report issued, the 
department said laboratory strains of 
house flies have been bred that spend 
their entire adult lives and lay eggs 
while confined in cages thoroughly 
coated with DDT. 

The department said its scientists 
now are studying possibilities of using 
baits along with rigid sanitation as a 
method of controlling flies.

Garbage is News 


Tulsa housewives will contribute to 
a $1,000,000 annual business when 
they dump their table scraps into the 
garbage pail if plans announced by 
the Tulsa Organic club are carried 
out. 

Walter J. Madson, club president, 
revealed the group has been studying 
a process to turn the city’s garbage 
into humus for enriching soil. Other 
cities, he said, have been doing it for 
some time with profits running above 
the $1,000,000 mark annually. 

In a report submitted to the club 
by John C. Johnson, chairman of a 
committee for studying the matter, 
members were told the process is 
sanitary and clean and that it could 
be started with a $280,000 initial in- 
vestment. 

Yearly operating costs would run 
about $230,000, Johnson said, but that 
would be taken care of on a month- 
to month basis by profits. 


Madson said his group would urge 
the city to use the process and fatten 
its treasury with the proceeds, but that 
if the offer is turned down, club mem- 
bers plan to organize a corporation 
and seek a franchise to operate the 
business as a private venture. 

“This could really make the city 
money,” he declared, “and would 
probably result in the cancellation of 
garbage-collection fees charged by the 
city.” 

He said that in addition to garb- 
age, the machines could also process 
tons of sawdust now being burned 
annually in the Tulsa area. 

“This process actually could treat 
and make usable anything organic, 
from grass and leaves to limbs of 
trees, he added. “Right now, the city 
is dumping tons of garbage into pits. 
It’s just like burying money and let- 
ting it rot.”

pets, always doing something to them 
or for them. 

When the plant had six or seven 
shoots he pinched off two or three of 
them, but the top shoots he left un- 
touched to form the main stem. He 
continued pinching back the shoots as 
they branched out from the main 
stem, always leaving three or four 
leaves at the base of each branch, and 
allowing the one main stem of the 
plant to grow unchecked. (This gives 
them a bushy habit at the base, and 
at the same time encourages the plants 
to grow long and tall.) He stopped 
pinching back about the middle of 
September, a month before they began 
to bloom. 

In the meantime he repotted the 
plants two or three times, each time 
into bigger pots with rich compost 
soil. Final repotting, about July, is 
into twelve to fifteen inch pots. He 
had been watering the plants twice a 
day, giving them weak liquid manure 
every ten days. In Japan he would 
make his liquid manure by steeping 
rape seed cake and rice bran in water. 
In this country where animal dung is 
easier to obtain, sheep or cow manure 
was used for the same purpose, steep- 
ing it at least twenty-four hours in 
water. The resulting infusion was 
diluted until it was the color of weak 
tea before putting it on the plants. 
He knew better than to put liquid 
manure into dry soil—plants should 
be always slightly moist first. This 
feeding and watering were kept up 
all season. 


When each plant was 8 to 12 inches 
long a support was furnished for the

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main branch. This support was made 
of bamboo or wire, and was placed 
at an angle of 45 degrees. The main 
stem of the plant was tied to this sup- 
port, placed so that the top faced 
north. Pinching back of side branches 
was kept up all this time, whenever 
three or four leaves formed, trimming 
back to two or three leaves; the main 
stem, still untouched, kept growing 
along the support to which it was kept 
tied. 

When the plant began to bloom— 
usually about the middle of October 
—the final shaping and hanging of the 
cascade had to be carried out before 
the leading stem became too stiff. Mr. 
Oka took great care to avoid breaking 
this main stem in the process. He 
stopped watering a day or two before 
bending, causing it to grow a little 
limp. This made it easier to remove 
the supporting bamboo or wire with- 
out breaking the stem. He coiled a 
thin wire around the bottom part of 
the stem after taking off the support— 
not too tightly, however, or it would 
choke the plant. Then he attached 
the hanging plant to another support 
like that Shown in the diagram, leav- 
ing it in place for a while until the 
plant was strong enough to support 
itself. The plant was then turned 
facing the south, and was kept shel- 
tered from strong winds. Watering 
and feeding continued until the blos- 
soms all came out. Then the smiling 
old gardener removed ail the sup- 
ports, placed his cascade on a high 
pillar or table, and sat back and en- 
joyed the Oh’s and Ah’s of all be- 
holders.

Only where a lattice covered with a 
quick growing vine such as Lace Vine, 
or a woven paling fence has been in- 
stalled is it likely that wind will be 
broken sufficiently to allow the use of 
cheesecloth. 

One will be restricted in the variety 
of vegetables which it is wise to at- 
tempt. Broad leaved kinds requiring 
a long season for maturity cannot be 
recommended. In a roof garden with 
sun, one of the most profitable might 
be the tomato. Plants should be set 
out late in May or after cold winds 
are over. They should be tied to stakes 
only where there is not enough pro- 


For variety, the shape of a window box can 
deviate from the rectangle in tht above way. 


tection from strong winds. Rather 
allow them to ramble. Avoid dense 
growth by thinning, and cut back 
shoots that may outgrow the alloted 
space. The variety Tiny Tim would 
be a good choice because of its dwarf 
growth. If sown as late as May it will 
produce many excellent small fruits 
through August and September. For 
pots or window boxes where water 
may be applied without spilling on 
the sidewalk it would be an excellent 
choice. 

Leaf Lettuce should be used where 
sowings are not made before May. 
Two or three seeds may be sown to- 
gether at spaces 8 inches apart, leav- 
ing the strongest seedlings to develop 
at each station. 

Seeds of an early maturing variety 
of radish can be sown thinly between 
the tomato plants. They are ready for 
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use in a month if the soil has been 
kept constantly moist and cool. 

A bush bean known as Tiny Green 
is now on the market. It is one to 
recommend with confidence for city 
gardeners. The first sowing can be 
made early in May and where space 
is available, periodic sowings may fol- 
low until August 1. They require 
about 50 days to produce the crop. 
Set the seeds two inches apart either 
in a drill in a long box, or broadcast 
over a tub or other container of soil 
and cover with an inch of soil. Liberal 
supplies of water and good drainage 
are important, and daily spraying 
with water will tend to keep red 
spider in check. These mites are like- 
ly to be ever present under city grow- 
ing conditions. 

Parsely, while not considered of any 
spectacular food value is valuable as 
an attractive fern-leaved plant and as 
a garnish for food. Because it is a 
slow growing plant it should be start- 
ed from seed in May or earlier. 

Chives, offered as plants by the 
trade is a popular flavoring herb. It is 
accommodating and will respond in 
small flats or pots, provided the soil 
is never allowed to become dry.

SEARCH FOR A CURE-ALL 


Not even part of the function of soil organic matter can be accomplished 
by a laboratory substitute.

S they look at the nice colored 

graphs of their production of 
food, feed and fibre, our get-rich- 
quick farmers have an unhealthy ten- 
dency to sit back and feel that all is 
well with American agriculture. But 
among our scientists, hidden away in 
their laboratories though they are, 
there is apparently deep concern. 
These men doubt the permanence of 
our agriculture. They feel the prox- 


imity of disaster, and their doubts 
and fears are reflected in an almost 
frantic search for some short-cut, some 
cure-all method which can_ by-pass 
nature and restore our soil fertility, 
eliminate erosion and, above all, give 


us crop assurance for the darkening 
future. 

The latest result of their fear- 
filled search is Krilium—the trade 
name for a polyelectrolyte synthetic 
chemical which, in a matter of hours, 
can convert nonproductive and wast- 
ing lands into productive soil. 

Krilium is a soil conditioner. Its 
process is magnetic. It is loaded with 
negative electrical charges which re- 
act with the positive charges in soil 
minerals. This gives the treated soil 
that granular physical structure which 
is characteristic of fertile soils and 
which enables plant life to obtain opti- 
mum amounts of oxygen, water and

planted in this soil are growing. 
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nutrients. It is a cheap, quick-acting 
substitute for compost, barnyard ma- 
nure and peat moss and has good 
wearing quality because of its high 
resistance to soil bacteria.

The unveil- 
ing was a highpowered, professional 
public relations job, timed to get re- 
sults with the newspaper men who 
were prowling the meeting for science 
superlatives and not too anxious to 
send out stories on the significance 
of the re-election of Dr. Edward U. 
Condon as President of the Associa- 
tion. So, Krilium just dropped from 
the clouds with three years of tests 
behind it, an Okay from eighty 
(Count ‘em—80) land grant colleges 
and other institutions, and the an- 
nouncement of a fifty-million dollar 
new Monsanto plant under construc- 
tion to manufacture the stuff. 


The impact of all this on the slight- 
ly bored newsmen was electrical, and 
this happy marriage between news- 
hungry reporters and a sensational 
new earth-magic resulted in the 
spread of the Krilium story onto most 
of the front pages of the country. 

Monsanto’s new plant is located in 
Texas, presumably because of the 
availability of petroleum as a raw 
material, for Krilium is a derivative 
of acrylonitrile which in turn is ob- 
tained from glycerine or fats. The new 
and magic ectoplasm is expected to 
sell for something under two dollars 
a pound at the start, with rapid re- 
ductions in price as its process of 
manufacture is perfected. Applica- 
tions of from two hundred to four 
hundred pounds per acre will be 
recommended.

Organic Gardening.” 
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this is a highly important assumption 
which will be appreciated by the read- 
ers of Organic Gardening—that the 
chemical does not have an adverse 
effect on the food and feed qualities 
of the plants grown in the treated soil. 
Let us assume that all the published 
claims as to its qualities, so far as 
they go, are true. Still, even with all 
these assumptions what do you have?

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Consequent to this, a new wave of 
insecticides, hybrids and _ resistant 
strains will be urged upon us by our 
agronomists and soil chemists and all 
ecological relationships will be fur- 
ther disturbed. Thus evolution, far 
from helping us reach a better and 
better efficiency in our relationship 
with nature, will be subverted. We 
will begin a downward cycle: moving 
from the higher to the lower forms. 
Back we will go, indeed, to the natural 
flora of earlier geologic ages when 
organic content of the soil was low 
and plants as we know them now— 
and Man himself—had not made an 
appearance. 

And all of this is not to mention 
the effects of Krilium as a straight 
poison or catalytic force. After all, 
Krilium is an artificial chemical, a 
foreign matter in the soil, and as such 
is more likely to prove evil than neu- 
tral or beneficial.

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these conditions will give us crop 
troubles similar to the ones we have 
now. Except they'll be greater and 
more complex. 

Besides this, organic matter in soil 
has another quality which was un- 
suspected until recently and is still of 
unknown effect. In the period during 
which it forms part of a living animal 
or plant organism, Carbon 14 absorbs 
cosmic radiation. After the death of 
the body, undecomposed Carbon 14 
gives off this radiation in a kind of 
half-life of 5,580 years. By the tech- 
niques in use today this radiation can 
be detected up to 30,000 years after 
death, and the time of death can be 
determined to within 100 years. 

Complete combustion disperses the 
Carbon 14 and thus the remaining 
radiation. A soil replete with organic 
matter is alive with this radiation. 
A soil in which Krilium is used to 
confer structure is deficient in this 
radiation; becomes progressively more 
deficient; and with Krilium-soil-ex- 
haustion it would be totally absent. 

This effect must result in changes 
in our plant and animal forms, for 
the forms we know now have all been 
developed or evolved on food grown 
in the presence of this radiation.

Fertilizers 
Can all vegetables be mulched? 


Q. 


A. Since mulching keeps the soil 
cool, it can be used on all vegetables 
except specifically hot-weather crops, 
like corn. Organic gardeners may 
want to experiment with this and 
other vegetables for best results. 


Q. Before planting my vegetable 
garden, how much of the rock ferti- 
lizers should I add? 


A. A general measure is 14 pound 
for ten square feet of both phosphate 
and potash rock. Some crops may re- 
quire more phosphate and _ potash, 
however, than this amount may pro- 
vide. 


Asparagus 
Q. What kind of soil is most favor- 
able for the growing of asparagus? 


A. Asparagus should be planted at 
one side or end of the garden with 
other perennials so that the plants 
are out of the way of the garden 
operations concerned with the annual 
vegetables. The site selected must be 
well-drained, and the soil should be 
of light texture as, for example, a 
sandy loam. 


Q. How should the soil be pre 
pared for an asparagus planting? 


A. Since a properly prepared as- 
paragus bed will last twenty years or 
longer, it is important that the soil be 
remineralized with pulverized rock 
and enriched with compost. When 
the soil has been prepared for plant- 
ing in the spring, add phosphate rock 
and potash rock at the rate of from 
5 to 10 pounds per 100 square feet, 
and compost at the rate of from 25 to 
50 pounds per 100 square feet. These 
should then be raked or harrowed 
into the soil lightly. 


Q. Is it necessary to plant the 
asparagus in trenches? 


A. No. There are two general 
methods of planting the asparagus 
which is usually set out as 2-year-old

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plants. Some growers prefer to make 
trenches about a foot or more deep 
and enrich the soil in the bottom of 
the trench with compost and the rock 
powders. The plants are then set and 
covered only a few inches above the 
crown of the young plant. As the 
shoots grow in height, the trench is 
filled in with soil until it is com- 
pletely filled. 

The second method of planting 
asparagus is setting the plants in the 
soil like any other perennial plant. 
According to this method, only a shal- 
low furrow is made and the 2-year-old 
asparagus roots are planted only a few 
inches deep. 


Q. How old must plants be before 
the young stems may be cut? 


A. If 2-year-old plants are set out, 
do not cut until the spring of the 
third growing season. Cutting should 
be discontinued in June so that the 
plants may grow their much-branched 
tops which make the food to be sent 
into the underground roots for the 
next season’s growth. 


Beans 


Q. Is it important to inoculate 
bean seeds before planting them? 


Will you wrap it up, please? It’s for my 
wife’s birthday. 


A. As a general rule gardeners 
plant bean seeds without inoculating 
them, but the results are so much 
better when the seeds are inoculated. 
The inoculum is really a culture of a 
particular species of nitrogen-fixing 
bacteria. 


Q. What treatment do you recom- 
mend for beans which develop healthy 
plants but do not produce fruits?

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A. The failure of beans to produce 
seeds is apt to be due to a deficiency 
of phosphorus, potassium, or other 
elements in the soil. This condition 
can be most easily corrected by re- 
mineralizing the soil by applying phos- 
phate rock and potash rock, each at 
the rate of 1 pound for each 10 square 
feet of soil. 


Q. How may beans that are plant- 
ed early be protected against rotting 
in the soil? 


A. Before planting, the bean seeds 
should be soaked in water until they 
have greatly increased in size as the 
result of the absorption of water. They 
should then be coated with an oil or 
fat and planted. Or the seeds may be 
germinated until the young root is 
well out of the seed coat before they 
are planted. Such germinated seeds 
will not easily rot in wet, cold ‘soil.

Q. What kind of soil is best for 
garden beets? 


A. Beets will grow in any average, 
well-drained soil which contains 
plenty of plant nutrients and mois- 
ture. Use compost and pulverized 
phosphate and potash rocks, but never 
use raw manures and commercial fer- 
tilizers. 


Cabbage 


Q. What kind of soils are best for 
cabbage and other plants belonging 
to the cabbage family? 


A. The soil must contain plenty of 
moisture and ample supplies of soil 
elements, especially nitrogen and 
potassium. Work a liberal amount of 
compost into the soil to provide the 
water needed for developing the suc- 
culent leaves and heads.

A. The simplest preventative meas- 
ure is to cut off some of the feeder 
roots, either by using a shovel or by 
pulling upward on the plant unti 
some of the roots are broken.

How can one be sure of getting 
well formed carrot roots? 


A. The soil must be well prepared 
and enriched. The soil must be loose 
and friable. Exhibition specimens may 
be grown by drilling holes in the 
ground and filling them with a mix- 
ture of equal parts of compost, leaf- 
mold, and sand.

Q. How can one make sure that 
the cauliflower will produce a white 
solid head instead of a much-branched 
growth of green shoots? 


A. Cauliflower is definitely a cool- 
weather vegetable. A spring crop must 
be matured before the hot days of 
late spring or early summer. It usu- 
ally develops best in late summer 
when the days are becoming shorter 
and cooler. 


Q. How should cauliflower heads 
be blanched? 


A. The heads may be blanched by 
tieing the outer leaves up around the 
head. This should be done several 
days before the heads are to be used. 


Celery 
Q. What are the soil requirements 
for growing celery? 


A. Celery demands a light soil full 
of humus, continuous moisture, and a 
bountiful supply of potash.
